Desiccated Coconut Powder Grading and Marking Rules, 

1993 

G.S.R. 194,—-The following draft of the Desiccated Coconut 
Powder Grading and Marking Rules, which the Central 
Government proposes to make, in exercise of powers con¬ 
ferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading 
and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 19371, is hereby published, 
as required by the said section, for information of all the 
persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration 
after ih' period of forty live days from the date on which 
the copies of the Gazette of India containing this notifica¬ 
tion are made available to the public; 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person, in respect of the said draft, before the expiry 
of the said period shall be considered by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment ; 

Objections or suggestions may bo forwarded to the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India, 
Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Central Government 
Offices, New Building, Neighbourhood 4, Faridabad (Haryana- 
121001). 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.-—-(1) Those 
rules may be called the Desiccated Coconut Powder Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall apply to desiccated coconut powder produced 
in India. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires :— 

(a) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India. 

(b) "authorised packer” means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a certificate of aulho- 
risation to grade and mark desiccated coconut pow¬ 
der in accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

(c) "certificate of authorisation” means a certificate issued 

under the General Grading and Marking Rules. 
1988 ; 

(d) “Schedule” means a Schedule nppended to these 
rules. 

3. Grade designations.—-The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of desiccated coconut /powder shall be as set out 
in column I of Schedule-I, 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicafcd by such 
grade designation shall bo as set out against each grade 
designation in columns 2 to 10 of Schedulc-I. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of— 

(1) a label specifying name of the commodity, grade 

designation and bearing die design consisting of an 
outline map of Tndia with the word “AGMARK" 
and the figure of rising sun with the words “Pro¬ 
duce of India” and 'VNIT 4 resembling 

the one as set out in Schedulc-Il; or 

(2) “Agmark replica" consisting of a design incorporating 

the number of certificate of authorisation, the word 
“AGMARK” name of the commodity and grade 
designation resembling the ouo specified in Schedule- 

111 : 

Provided that the use of Agmark replica in lieu cff Agmark 
labels shall be allowed only to such authorised packers, who 
lias been granted the permission, on an application made in 
writing by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him in this regard and subject to such condi¬ 
tions as may be specified from time to time. 

6. Method of packing.-—(1) The desiccated coconut-pnw 
der shall be packed in polythelene pouches, plywood cases 
lined with grease proof paper. 


Provided that the polythelene shall be manufactured out 
of food grade material as permitted under the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Rules, 1935. 

(2) The containers shall be free from insect infestation, 
fungus .contamination, materials , imparting colour or delete¬ 
rious substances or any undersirable or obnoxious smell. 

(3) Net weight of desiccated coconut power when packed 
shall be in standard sizes as prescribed by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser. 

(4) cEach container shall be securely dosed in the manner 
prescribed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

7. Method of Marking.-— (1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or clearly and indelibly printed 
on each container as prescribed by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, following 
particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on each 
container, namely 

(a) Name and address of the packer. 

(b) Name of the commodity. 

(c) Lot/bntch No. 

(d) Date of packing* 

(e) Net weight. 

Note.—*The date of packing shall be the date on which 
the analysis of sample was completed. 

(3) The sale price of the commodity shall clearly be ind 1 
c.ted on each container. 

An authorised packer may after obtaining the prior ap- 
m-oval of, and in a manner approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser, mark his private trade mark on a con- 
mi'acr provided that the private trade mark does not repre 
sent quality of grade of desiccated coconut powder different 
from that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed 

the container, 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of authorisa¬ 
tion.—In addition to the general conditions specified in sub 
rale (8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, the following shall be the special conditions 
for grant of certificate of authorisation for grading and mark¬ 
ing of desiccated coconut powder, namely :— 

(1) The authorised packer shall own a suitable machi 
nery and equipment for drying and mechanical dis¬ 
integration of coconut kcrnals, 

(2) The authorised packer shall— 

(a) cither set up own laboratory, or 

(b) have access to an approved State grading labo 
ratory or co-operative/Association or a private 
commercial laboratory for grading of dcsiecafeu 
coconut powder under Agmark. 

(3) The grading laboratory shall be fully equipped with 
ail necessary chemicals and apparatus for testing 
of quality of desiccated coconut powder ns per the 
prescribed method. 

(4) The grading laboratory ►shall be manned by a quali¬ 

fied chemist approved by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this 
behalf. 

(5) The authorised packer shall provide all necessary 

facilities and assistance to the approved chemist for 
carrying out (he grading and marking of desiccated 
coconut powder under these rules. 

(6) The premises for processing and packing of desic¬ 
cated coconut powder shall be maintained in per¬ 
fect hygienic and sanitary conditions and personnel 
engaged in these operations shall be in sound health 
and. free from any contagious disease. 

(7) The authorised packer shall maintain proper record 
of analysis and grading of desiccated coconut pow¬ 
der and shall submit periodical returns to the 
Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Govern 
ment of India in the prescribed proforma.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Bristles Grading and 
Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1993. 

2. In the Bristles Grading and Marking Rules, 1969, 
In Schedules I, U and III for the portion beginning 
with the words, “Extra stiff bristles” and ending 
with the words, “semi stiff bristles”, the following 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Extra stiff bristles are such bristles as are obtained 
by selection of thicker and stronger bristles from 
pigs, hogs and boars and shall be stiffer than 
stiff semi-staff bristles. THe bristles obtained 
from wild pigs, hogs or boars shall not be 
Included”.
